ASHDOWN, Ark.—Earl Jarvis, form- 


er Diamond cafe proprietor at Hope, 
pleaded guilty in Little River circuit 
court here at 8:40 Tuesday to charges 
of arson in the burning of the old Ash- 
down hotel the day after he had 
bought it. 


Circuit Judge Minor Milwee with- 


held passing sentence on Jarvis until 
Wednesday or Thursday. Jarvis' case 
was disposed of in a minute or two, and 
Judge Milwee ordered him to remain 
around the courthouse for call as a 
witness. 


Woodard Breed's case was then call- 


ed, and at 10 o'clock the jury had been 
completed and sworn in. 


Jarvis returned to the courtroom, 


took the stand, and spent two hours 
from 10 a. m. to noon telling his version 
of the burning of the hotel, answering 
questioning by Prosecuting Attorney 
Byron Goodson. 


Jarvis' Story 


Jarvis saaid that he bought the old 


Ashdown hotel, which was renalmed 
the Princess hotel, on Friday June 2. 
The hotel burned at 2:30 o'clock the 
next morning, Saturday, June 3. 


The witness testified the purchase 


price of the hotel was $10,000. It was 
insured for §15,000, he said. He can- 
celed a $5,000 policy, then took out a 
new one for $10,000—making total 
building insurance of 520,000. An ad- 
ditional $2,500 for furnishings insur- 
ance put the grand total $22,500, he 
said. 


Jarvis testified that on the night he 


bought the hotel, a few hours before 
the fire broke out, he left Ashdown at 
11:30 p. m., and was at home in Hope 
when someone caled him and said the 
hotel had burned. 


Jarvis said he talked with Breed 30 


days before the fire about destroying 
the hotel, and 25 days before the fire 
he went to Ashdown with Breed and 
the negro Chris Wheaton. 


Jarvis said he agreed to pay Breed 


5500 and Wheaton $100. He said he paid 
Wheaton $25 \immediately, ot buy 100 
gallons of gasoline, Breed being pres- 
ent at the payment, which took place 
in the negro waiting room of the 
Diamond cafe, Hope.

Bu 
the 'revelation that Dr. James Monroe Smith, president of Louisiana Statr 
University, has apparently absconded with a half million dollars of publi 
funds turns the mind back to the Long regime. For Smith was appointed b; 
Huey Long nine years ago. n Long protege, whose chief claim to the president} 
of a large university in Long's mind appears to have been that he had "a hid 
as tough as an elephant's." 
This particular incident will pass. But let us remember this: Long hai 


set up a condition in his home state which was the nearest approach to die 
tstorship this country has seen. Under such a setup, the big jobs, the re- 
sponsible jobs, must go to friends and pwrty supporters almost without re- 
gard to their character or qualifications. Huey's personal feeling for "his" 
university, to which he prodfgally allotted money, Pnd in whose football parades 
he loved to march, apparently led to the' appointment of Smith. That is the 
basis for appointment under a dictatorship, 
. , And now. if the deliberate charges of the state attornty general are borne 
c;.;t—and the flight of Smith seems to give them substance—this appointee has 
proved a despicable scoundrel, false and trebly false to the trust placed in him. 
-. False first to the public trust which placed public money in his charge. 
False second to his trust as one who should have showed an example of char- 
acter to SOOO students, all of whom can now only look back to their university 
days with the reflection. "Yes, I studied under a swindler and a thief." And 
false yet again to a training and a background which imposed on him greater 
responsibility than the average—his education at Valparaiso, L. S. U., Chicago, 
and Columbia. 


Since Smith" has chosen to flee like a purse-snatcher rather than face the 


charges placed against him. it is impossible to present any vestige of any 
excuse he may have for a well-paid man of this background, placed in a double 
position of sacred trust, who would .so shamefully betray the mast elementary 
honesty and decency. 


He who chiefly shares this blame is gone. It is of no use now to berate 


the personal memory of Huey Long. 


But it may be of use to burn into the memory that a regime that rises to 


power as Long rose, and which maintains itself in power as Long did, cannot 
be expected to attract the best and most honorable men. It attracts the James 
Monroe Smith's and people who pretend astonishment at the Smith defalca- 
tion should remember that when there are Huey Longs the Smiths are in- 
evitable. 


The Jimson weed is prevalent in this 


country in many places. It is also 
called thorn weed, stink weed, devil's 
weed and Jamestown weed. The name 
Jimson weed is probably a contraction 


f the name Jamestown weed.'Scientif- 
ically the plant is called datura stram- 
onium. It is a mrtirber of ;> group of 
plants called the nightshade family. 
Belladonna is known as deadly night- 
shade. 


When the Jimson weed grows, it has 


while flowers which give way to egg- 
shaped seed capsules about the six.e of 
a walnut. When the seed capsule 
breaks open, it is found to contain 
dark brown seeds. 


All parts of this plant are poisonous 


but the seeds are especially poisonous 
since they contain three dangerous 
alkaloids known as atropine. scopola- 
mine and hyoscine. Atropine will di- 
late the pupil of the eye and paraly/e 
the respiration. Scopolamine causes 
complete forgetfulness and produces 
unconsciousness as does also hyoscine. 


Recently physicians in Tennessee re- 


verted two cases of poisoning in boys 
.vho drank tea made out of Jimson 
iveed berries. Someone had told one 
of the hoys that a tea made out of 
these sends was n sure cure for as- 
thma nnd his mother had prepared the 


tea for him. Immediately after drink- 
ing the tea he began to feel drunk. 
He developed extreme thirst and nerv- 
ousness which became progressively 
worse. Eventually he lost conscious- 
ness and became delirious. After two 
days, however, the symptoms disap- 
peared and he recovered. 


By this time everybody ought to 


know that not everything that grows is 
good ifor man to eat. There are- iminy 
a plant and many a seed which de- 
velop enough poison to destroy life if 
taken into the body.

Born on a North Carolina Piedmont 


cotton farm in 1881, Dr. Bennett was 
graduated from North Carolina Uni- 
versity in 1903 with the Bachelor of 
Science degree. Shortly after;his grad- 
uation he was appointed Soil Scientist 
in the Bureau of Soils of the U. S. De- 
partment of Agriculture, and he has 
worked continuously with Ihe Depart- 
ment since that time. His ]work soon 
caused his recognition as a leading 
authority on land problems. 


As a Soils Eeientisl, he took a prom- 


inent part in the development of (he 
national soils survey carried on by the 
Department of Agriculture, and he was 
one of the principal authors of "The 
Soils of the United States," the most 
comprehensive volume ever published 
concerning the agricultural lands of 
the nation. He originated the National 
pla nfor carrying out Soil erosion 
studies through the establishment of 
erosion experiment slalions through- 
out the United States. 


His work with the Bureau of Chem- 


istry and Soiltr.made it possible for him 
to see under varying conditions of cli- 
mate and soil the tragic waste of the 
country's agricultural lands by uncon- 
trolecl erosion. 


]n addition to his work in this coun- j 


try Dr. Bennett has worked and trav- 
eled in other countries, heading vari- 
ous scientific expeditions nnd in re- 
search work for the Department of 
Agriculture in Central and 
South 


America, in Alaska and in Cuba. 


He i.s the author of books that have 


been translated into many languages 
and commend the respect of scientists 
throughout /the world. His treatise, 
"The Menace of Soil Erosion," was the 


irsl published work which dealt with 
this world-wide agricultural problem, 
in dit has been accepled as Ihe most 
authorilalive work of ils kind ever 
produced. His "Soils and ^Agriculture 
of Southern 'States" is used widely as 


texlbook. 


Dr. Bennoet also is a pratical farm- 


er. At an early age he helped his fath- 
er lay off lines for terraces. He now 
owns and operates a 500-acre farm in 
iis native stale. There he has inslall- 
ecl a complete erosion control farming 
program, pulling inlo practical opera- 
tion on a farmwide scale basis all ol

had left, the negroes arrived with the 
gasoline, Jarvis said in concluding his 
examination by Prosecutor Goodson. 


Cross-examined by W. S. Atkins, de- 


fense counsel for Breed, Jarvis said he 


also was to pay $100 to Crosnoe. 


The negro Wheaton, called to the 


stand at noon, said Breed gave him S20 
cash and also'the keys to the storage 
room where the gasoline was kept. His 
testimony was in support of that pre- 
viously given by Jarvis.
